to Prteon for Ufa. 


Wiharu Riley Jackson, tbe tongh who 


has been in tbe Decatnt jail many timee, 
pleaded guilty yesterday at BloonriDgton 
to tbe indictment for tbe murder ot Biob- 
ard Parr, and threw himself on tbe mercy 
of Judge Beeves. Sentence is suspended 
for the present 
Tbe court may fix death 


penalty or send Jackson to Jobet tor life. 
Jackson a course occasioned great sur- 
prise, as it was supposed he would fight 
the case 
He IB a pugnacious sort of a 


chap, having on one occasion brutally 
assaulted a yoocg mac near the traj fac- 
tory, for whioh lie got only a jai! sen- 
tence 
He tbeo left Decatnr, and was not 


heard of again until he killed Parr. 


The crime for whioh Jackson was ar- 


rested at Bloomington was the killing of 
Hiohard Parr, whom he shot at the house 
of the latter, in Danvers township, near 
Bloomington, on February 9th last. He, 
Jackson, was a stranger to Parr, the two 
bBung met for the first time in the Til- 
lage of Danvers on the day of the ehoot- 
iug- Jackson had been drunk for at least 
a duy or two before, and was drunk dar- 
ing the dav that he killed Parr. Parr 
allowed him to nJe to bia house on his 
sled, Jackson claiming that he was in 
search of a man named Chester McCol- 
lum, who lived in the same neighborhood 
of Parr 
While he was at Parr s honse, 


he loaded big revolver and accused Parr 
of hauag stolon bis watcb, and almost 
immediately afterwards he shot Parr and 
his son John 
Parr died the next day, 


but John got well Jackson claimed that 
the Purrs, among them, had stolen his 
wat^b, which was a Waterbury aflair, 
worth S3 or ft, and that in seeking to 
get it from them Parr oema at him with 
an a\ telling him to leave or he would 
split Ins head open, whereupon bo shot, 
iu self defense, end that he shot John as 
tbe latter was approaching him with a 
musket
